CAN GET RID OF BURDOCK | 


Pest Is Hard to Kill, but One Farmer 
Tells of Finding the Plant’s 
Vulnerable Spot. 

A weed pest of wide distribution, 
particularly obnoxious because of Its 
numerous prickly burrs, is the burdoek. 


Cutting It down doesn't do any good, 


for burdock develops a root system pos- 
wonderful vital tenacity, and 
promptly “comes up” again. 

Like the well-known hero of an- 
tiquity whose only vulnerable spot was 
on his heel, the charmed life which the 
burdock seems to bear really is only a 


sessing 


semblance. The burdock has its vulner- 


able spot, but few know where it ts. 

An eastern farmer, living in a rural 
district where the burdock 
had brazenly lived its parasitic life for 
happened oon to the bur 
wenkness—-and burdock ceased 
straightway to be a bad pest on that 
farm. 

This farmer eut. using a bush seythe 
the burdecks infesting a fence corner 
They were flourishing. arrogant bur 
docks—the kind that grew as tall as a 
man nearly and for a brief period in 
the summer, when the green burrs 
make elegant balls and cushions are 
a delight te the children. 

This farmer eut them all down with 
na sevthe. A few hours later—it wwas tn 
hot. dry him 
to try to pull up the roots, 
stumbled on the pectiiar weakness of 
the burdock,

plants have been cut off about four

HISTORICAL ANDOVER 


Our Carletons, No. 173 


They did not begin with us but with 
our neighbor Haverhill, and~did_ not 
come across for good to be resident 
until the 3rd generation. 

Although I have corresponded with 
Carleton historians and students who 
have had puzzles since 1898, I cannot 
say I have got as yet all that I need, to 
secure authentic pedigrees of the lines 
before the family enter New England 
records, but will do the best IT can for 
the present and will add moce when the 
authorities who have studied with 
thoroughness, decide their disputes for 
good. 

At one time we had a final note that 
the pedigree was about this way: Bald- 
win (1) of Carleton Hall) in Cumber- 
land A.D. 10660 (when) William” the 
Norman came. over the Channel), Jef- 
frey Oudeard (alias Edward) (3), 
Henry (1), Gilbert (5), William (6), 
Adam (7), Adam (8) of Oxford County, 
John (9), Hlenry (10), Thomas (11), 
Sir Walter de Carlton (12), Thomas 
(13), John (14), John (15), John (16), 
Edward (17) called of London or Sur- 
rey, Erasmus (18), Kdward_ first) to 
come here ranked (19).

Haverhill in 1664 as clerk of writs, and 
was in office till 1669. Tle had a high 
temper and in a quarrel with Robert 
Swan struck several blows and got fined 
£3 while Swan’s’ blows at Carleton 
only cost him 30 sh., as he was not so 
well off as Carleton. Dear old ances- 
tors! 


As town clerk in Haverhill he had 
charge of the original records—and the 
Carleton family held on to the first 
copy and Saltonstall and the next clerk 
after John Carleton (2) had a copy also. 
The Indians got the Carleton copy in a 
raid, and threw it into the Merrimac, so 
Ilaverhill had to take the second one 
for a guide. By deeds Edward (1) 
appears to have held large estates in 
West Haverhill at Avers Village. 

John (3) and Hannah Osgood led the 
family here at the start with John (4) 
1690 who married Hannah Barker, 
daughter of Ben Barker and Martha 
Marston. Both father John (3) and 
his son John (4) having wives of the 
same name, and children running con- 
temporaneously in their large families, 
had much to bear before we got all the 
necessary law papers and correspon- 
dence, that finally secured the right 
generation for the two sets of children. 
Christopher (1) born 1692 when ‘the 
Indians were all over us, with the Salem 
Witcheraft added, marred * Martha 
Barker. These were the Barkers whose 
folks had the old homestead of Richard 
Barker on the corner of the Elaverhill 
road and Clark street, North Andover. 
Their brother, Captain Ben Barker, 
called Bachelor Ben who died in 1765, 
left it to his sister’s heirs.  Tfannah, 
wife of John Carleton (4), died here in 
1731 and her husband, John (3), [ was 
told by the historian, went down east 
to Woolwich, Maine as pioneer, and 
married a;widow Lummus, whose mai- 
den name was Hutchinson and the line 
nearly ‘vanished from Andover. One 
of John’s girls stayed here and was 
raised by an Aunt Barker who married a 
Frye, on the Hodge place in No. An- 
dover, and in a search for her*we found 
where John, her father, was at death. 
She married Moody Morse of Newbury, 
in 1711. 


One son of John (4) and Tlannah 
Barker, James (5) was of Methuen and 
Bradford and after long delays, I found 
that his line got the Barker homestead 
as late as 1769. It took vears of search 
and when the South church held their 
anniversary and had an exhibit in the

His home town of less than 350 in- 
habitants has been snow-bound more 
or less continuously since February 5.
